The news that the Oxford-Cam- 
bridge University Lacrosse team will 
>e touring Canada this spring and is 
inxious for a match with McGill has 
created considerable interest in Uni- 
versity circles, and indications at pres- 
ent point to a large turnout of enthus- 
iasts at the, meeting being held this 
afternoon in the Union at 5.15 p.m. 
There are several, in fact, many men 
attending college now who have play- 
ed the game in the past, and it should 
be an easy task to collect the material 
for a team. This afternoon's meeting 
is . being held for just that purpose, 
and it is hoped that not only will the 
project of forming a club be discuss- 
ed, but that officers will be elected, 
and real progress made towards get 
ting together a team. 

Lacrosse, while at present more or 
less dormant as an amateur sport in 
Canada, is in reality the national 
game, and is in the opinion of many 
well worthy of the title, ft is a game 
very easily learned, as is evidenced 
by the ease with which English and 
American college students have be- 
come proficient at the game, so a 
knowledge of the game, while desir 
able, is by no means essential for 
those students who propose to attcm 
the meeting, as in the month or so 
before the game would be played there 
is ample lime with efficient coaching 
to train any man in the fine points of 
the game, and this coaching will be 
available in the person of Mr. Louson, 
of the M.A.A.A.. who is an old La- 
érossç enthusiast and player. All stu- 
dents interested are therefore invited 
to this open meeting in the Union at

That the Canadian Air Board,, in its 
several fields of activity, is one of the 
most efficiently run of all Canadian 
Government Departments, was easily 
to be seen by those who attended the 
lecture delivered by Mr. .1. A. Wilson, 
Secretary of the Roard, before the 
Science Undergraduates' Society last 
•.light. Mr. Wilson gave a most com- 
prehensive description of the activi- 
ties of this department in every part 
of the country, from Halifax to Van- 
couver, and in many instances surpris- 
ed his hearers, many of whom had 
no idea that such a great deal of 
work was being carried on. 

The Canadian Air Hoard came into 
existence in 1919, and was organized 
purely to carry on civilian work, j al- 
though the control and regulation of 
aeronautics in the Dominion come un- 
der its jurisdiction, as also does the 
aerial defence of Canada, comprising 
a corps of ex-flying officers, who have 
periodic opportunities of practice at 
Camp l'orden. 

Even before the formation of the 
Hoard, the demand had bci.:i felt in 
many government departments for 
aircraft with which to carry on '.heir 
work. Chief among these was the 
Forestry Bureau and the Surveys De- 
partment, both of which badly needed 
a better means of transportation than 
was then afforded them. 

A great number of most excellent 
slides were then flashed on the screen, 
showing in detail the conditions and 
some of the work being done at each 
of the several stations of the Board 
throughout the Dominion. There arc 
in all eight main stations: at Vancou- 
ver; High River, Alberta; on Lake 
Manitoba; at Sioux Lookout in North- 
ern Ontario; at Camp Borden; at Ot- 
tawa; at Lake St. John, in Quebec; 
and at Halifax. 

ThjE work of the western stations 
was first described. At Vancouver 
the work consists in a great variety of 
duties, from the preliminary triangu- 
lation of the Geodetic Survey to the 
prevention of smuggling on the coast. 
Only recently a plane had captured 
a consignment of 120 cases of whiskey 
being smuggled to the United States) 
and nearly every ship coming into 
Vancouver harbor is watched by a 
flying boat, that drug smugglers may 
not get rid of their cargo by dropping 
it overboard to be picked up later by 
confederates in small boats. 

Some very interesting slides of for- 
est fires in various stages of advance- 
ment were then shown, it being point- 
ed out that by means of aircraft many 
fires had been cheeked at the outset 
which otherwise would have laid 
waste miles of valuable timber lands. 

As an example of the work being 
done, the average time of flight for 
Vancouver nad High River stations 
was one hour and twenty inimités, 'and 
two hours and thirty minutes, inchid

New Engineering and Patho- 
logical Building and Sta- 
dium Dressing Rooms. 

The long, looked for announcement 
with reference to the new buildings 
for McGill has finally been issued, 
with the news - that plans have been 
completed and work will begin as 
soon as weather conditions will per- 
mit. Arrangements are complete for 
the Gymnasium and Dormitory build- 
ing, the Pathological building, N*ew 
Engineering buihling and Dressing 
Room's at the .Stadium. All available 
time is heiivg given to tin- completing 
of arrangements and no effort is be- 
ing spared in order that everything 
may be carried on as early as pos- 
sible. 

Gymnasium and Dormitory 
Building. 

The architects for this building 
have been authorized to proceed with 
the detail drawings and specifica- 
tions, and to call for tenders on this 
work. The building site decided upon 
is in "The Hollow" ou Sherbrooke 
Street. The gymnasium will be of 
modern construction and wilt be fitted 
out with the most modern convenien- 
ces obtainable. All branches of ath- 
letics that may be indulged in indoors 
will be taught. The surroundings 
and conditions will add interest to 
those partaking of any br anch - oi 
work, and will be an impetus to those 
contemplating doing so. To the men 
in the freshman and sophomore years 
who are compelled to partake of 
gym. work ideal surroundings with 
every modem convenience at hand 
will tend to turn what was termed 
as burdensome to something that will 
be looked forward to. The dormi- 
tories planned along with the gym- 
nasium will supply a long looked for 
need as to housing conditions for out 
of townsmen. Rooms for over a 
hundred men will he available, and 
will be constructed in accordance with 
approved designs of the very latest 
dormitory buildings. 

Pathological Building. 
The plans for this building arc to 
be proceeded with immediately, and 
will be prepared by members of the 
Architectural Department of the 
University . It is hoped that con- 
struction will start early this sum- 
mer. This building will be set aside 
especially for the study of Pathology, 
and all branches pertaining . to it. 
The present conditions necessitate

AN EMPLOYMENT BUREAU? 



The decision of the Science Undergraduates' Society to investi- 
gate the feasibility of the formation of a Summer Employment 
Agency for students in the Faculty is very timely. It has long been 
felt that there should be some form of co-operation between the stu- 
dents to help them get a job for the. summer, as in many cases 
weeks, and sometimes months, are often wasted after the session- 
has, ended in searching for employment which in many cases pro- 
vides, or helps to provide, the means whereby the expenses of the 
coming session are defrayed. The average student has little or no 
'time during the month of April to hunt for a position, with the re- 
sult that tin- end of the month often finds him stranded. If, however, 
as has been suggested, one or two men be employed to spend their 
whole time i'i interviewing likely employers of students, and in 
opening up the way. so that a man has only to present himself at 
this or that plant with a reasonable chance of finding employment, 
the money would he indeed well spent, and once the plan had been 
tried and operated with any degree of success, there is no doubt 
but that the funds for financing the enterprise would be readily 
available. The University will look with interest to the result of 
the Science Committee's finding.

DR. WHITNALL 
LECTURES ON 
MAN'S ASCENT 

Culmination of Lectures on 
Evolution. 



NOT FROM APES. 



Dr. Whitnall Traces Man's 
Development from a Com- 
mon Origin Parallel to 
Apes. 



Prof. S. E. WhitMlI, in an ad- 
dress last evening, on "Evolution and 
Human Life," kept his audience spell- 
bound as he related the factors which 
have tended toward the development 
of modern man. 

He gave a brief outline of the main 
point!/ of lus talk before commencing 
on the details. "Man," he said, "has 
been subjected to the. same processes 
of evolution as the other animals. He 
is not descended from rthc apes, but 
both the apca and man are collateral, 
having originated in a common an- 
cestry vrcy likely." 

Evolution cannot deduce this 1 phase, 
it can only, take this theory as the 
one which fits ithc facts. 

There are three kinds of evidence, 
cmbryological, anatomical and his- 
torical. The embryos of the' verte- 
brates ilorni a very interesting subject 
for investigation. At a certain stage 
they arc like each other, and one man 
has very aptly put it in the saying, 
"An animal climbs its own family 
tree. The. human embryo has gill 
slits, which in extremely rare cases 
break through, and the tail is used to 
support the viscera. The heart 
changes', as if sketched in and erased, 
from a single chambered organ, 
through the stages of double, triple, 
until finally the four chambered heart 
develop?. These appearances are 
echoes of an earlier condition. 

Anatomical evidence is homologous 
■or vestiges. Man is a member of the 
primate order, which is composed of 
man, anthropoid apes, gibbons, chim- 
panzees, orangs, gorillas, old worfd 
monkeys, new world monkeys, le- 
nurs, marsupials, and other mam- 
mals down to the jumping shrew. 
The lemur, like man, branched oft at 
an extremely early period and devel- 
oped parallel to the apes. Its hand It 
shaped like a human hand with pads 
at the taps. 



The blood tests which 'have .been 
carried out lately are of some value. 
The transfusion of blood from a hare 
to a rabbit, and from an ass to a horse 
creates no disturbance in the subject. 
If blood is transfused from a man to 
the higher apes no disturbance occurs, 
but if transfused to the lower mon- 
keys, or lemurs, a distinct disturbance 
is set up. 

Man's characteristics are an up- 
right posture, his hands and his feet. 
The gibbon stood up, but his' brain 
was not sufficiently developed to jçivc 
him control of his newly frccJ hands. 
Man, on the contrary, sacms to have 
developed in the brain bv reason o: 
use so that when his hands were free, 
he used them to do the work of hiv 
jaws. Thus we see the jaw and occu- 
puta! muscles decrease in size in early 
types of man. The hand and the foot 
arc not so wonderful in themselves, 
but the things that arc done with 
:hcm by the control of the brain iu 
what is marvellous. 

There are a mass of vestiges of 
former conditions which still cling to 
man in spite of his God-like brain. 
The car muscle, the eyelid, and es- 
pecially minor points, snich as the *r- 
raiiçcmcnt of the kidneys, etc., arc 
vestiges, some of which appear in th« 
higher apes, and tor others no coun- 
terpart is found except in the lowest 
of the primates. Some think that '.he 
e.-olution was from the higher apes 
to man, but others say thai he 
branched off earlier and that the rest 
are but collateral failures. 

Man has four faculties of the brain. 
Memory, association of one part with 
another, speech, and Teason. The lat- 
ter is the crowning achievement of 
man. In a plate showing brains of 
the shrew and other primates', includ- 
ing man, a gradual evolution was seen, 
the optic centre growing smaller as 
the need for seeing at night was less- 
ened, the olfac'tory centre growing 
smaller, the associaiton centre grow- 
ing larger, and the frontal portion in- 
creasing and becoming convoluted. In 
1,000 being a low type of man, the 
a 175 lb. ape the capacity of his' brain 
is 600 C.C., in man it is 1360 C.C., 
Australian bushman. 

The embryos then, show the posi- 
tion of man in the mammalian class, 
the anatomical evidences show his 
place in the primates and historical 
findings show his position in his own 
class, the period after he separated 
from the primate stem. We rely on 
geologists lor time, on archeologistv 
for age, and culture, and -on anatom- 
ists for fossil remains. The piecing 
together of skulls from mere frag- 
ments has got to be an uncannily ac- 
curate science. An Egyptian skull 
was taken, a cast made of it and four 



omist, and he constructed a skull, 
which varied but slightly from the or- 
iginal. Skulls have been constructed 
with no more fragments than a jaw 
bone, with the confidence of close ap- 
proximation to the original skull. 

The geologists place the Pleistocene 
era at from 500,000 to 800,000 years 
in length, which consisted of ice per- 
iods of about 25,000 years each, with 
periods between of much longer dura- 
tion. It is the last of these periods 
that is most interesting. 

The archaeologists have found im- 
plements of man which range from 
the primitive boulder in the colitlvic or 
natural stone age to the iron weapon 
of the iron age. The paleolithic age 
was that of chipped flints, the neoli- 
thic of polished flints, and the bronze 
and iron ages followed. 

The man types follow the same pro- 
gression. The cvanthropus and the 
pithecanthropus were what might be 
called ape-men, wtih small brain 
cases, large jaws and large neck mus- 
cles and long arms. The Heidelberg 
and Piltdowu skulls arc thought to 
be remains of this sort of man. The 
type pithecauthropus is estimated at 
being 500,000 years old. 

There have been enough remains of 
two other types which flourished in 
Europe about 50,000 and 25,000 years 
ago respectively, namely, the Neati- 
derthal and Cro-Magnon men, to es- 
tablish them as racial types. The 
Neauderthal retains' the protruding 
jaw, while the Cro-Magnon has a pro- 
minent forehead and a less pronounc- 
ed jaw. The latter race has left some 
remarkable drawings on the walls of 
caves of contemporary animals, such 
as the wooly rhinoceros and the mam- 
moth. 

The slides showing the restorations 
of the skulls and the places where 
they were found proved of great inter- 
est to the audience.

the use of separate buildings for the 
study of the different branches. Re- 
search laboratories with apparatus of 
the very latest design will be installed, 
as- well as in the laboratories that 
classes will be held in. The gather- 
ing together of the different branches 
and putting them into one building 
under a separate head will do more 
to advance the study and the carry- 
ing on of practical work that has 
thitherto been available. 



Arts Building. 

The sketch plans for this building 
fragments given to a prominent anat-have been, prepared 'by Messrs. Fea- 
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therstonhaugh and McDougall, and 
have been submitted to the Faculty 
of Arts for any suggestion that they 
wish to make. The Faculty has pro- 
posed certain changes which the 
Architects think well of, and which 
will probably be incorporated in the 
final plans. The architects 1 arc con- 
tinuing their study of these plans. The 
authorities feel that they arc ones 
which require a good deal of thought 
and consideration. In order that 
the work of the Faculty of Arts and 
Department of Commerce may not be 
unduly dislocated, it is felt that it is 
necessary that the work of remodell- 
ing this' building should be undertaken 
nad completed between sessions. 

New Engineering Building. 

It is proposed to erect this building 
on the south-west comer of Univer- 
sity and Milton streets. F. G. Robb 
has been appointed architect, and 
K. G. Rea, consulting architect for 
this work. The intention, at present, 
is to house in this buildnig the de- 
partments of Electrical and Mining 
Engineering and Geology, thus re- 
lieving the congestion in the present 
Engineering Building, and Chemistry 
and Mining Building. The sketch 
plans for this building arc to be pro- 
ceeded with immediately. The close 
proximity of the proposed new En- 
gineering Building to the present 
building will be a valuable asset, and 
the carrying on of classes in the two 
buildings will in no way be hindered. 
The separating and isolation of the. 
different brandies will afford the de- 
partment an opportunity of installing 
especially constructed apparatus that 
has not been used before. The stu- 
dent will be afforded an opportunity 
of working with better apparatus and 
deriving, more benefit for himself. 

Dressing Rooms at the Stadium. 

The university authorities are tak- 
ing up with the graduates' society the 
question of erecting this building this 
summer. It has been suggested that 
an arrangement might be made be- 
tween the university and certain of 
her graduates similar to that under 
which the Percival Molson Memorial 
Stadium was built. A number of grad- 
uates agreed to guarantee the repay- 
ment of the money expended by the 
university for that undertaking. 
Through the bequest of $7.">,000 of the 
late Captain Molson, the liabilities: of 
the guarantors practically disappeared. 
For this reason, it is felt that pos- 
sibly some such arrangement might 
again be implemented to erect the 
building which everyone connected 
with the university recognizes is es- 
sential to the activities carried on at 
the stadium.

ing test flights lasting only a few 
minutes. This represents average 
lengths of flight of approximately one 
hundred and two hundred and fifty 
miles, a very considerable distance to 
travel daily. 

Last summer Mr. Lambert, of the 
Geodetic Survey, covered three times 
the territory in his triangulation work 
than he would have been able to do 
otherwise, and this was done notwith- 
standing the high cost of aircraft 
operation, at a saving of over twelve 
thousand dollars. 

Passing to the central Canada sta- 
tions, slides were shown of the type 
of flat, forested, country over which 



the Board's planes operate; pictures 
showing the old canoe method of 
transportation aild forest ranging con- 
trasted with the aeroplane method 
now being used showed very clearly 
the great advantages to be reaped 
from the use of aircraft. Mr. Wilson 
told how the Commissioner of North- 
ern Manitoba was given a "lift" by a 
'plane, enabling him to do in thirty- 
two minutes a trip that ordinarily 
took him three days. 

The stations in Eastern Canada arc 
not perhaps as active in the matter of 
lengthy flights as the Western ones, 
but Mr. Wilson was able to show 
some very interesting slides of the 
various stations taken from the air, 
and a description of the work being 
done there, and in fact his. 1 treatment 
of the work ol the Board in general 
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gave an exceptionally clear and com- 
prehensive idea of the great possi- 
bilities in civilian flying, which is only 
just beginning to become general in 
Canada. 

Before the lectures, the minutes of 
the last meeting of the Society were 
read and adopted, and a film shown 
of various landing tests on H.M.S. 
Furious in March, 191S, showing the 
great difficulties experienced in alight- 
ing, due to air pockets, etc. At the 
conclusion of the lecture another film 
of a flight from Toronto to Moose 
Factory, on James Bay, taken by the 
Ontario Government, was shown, Dr. 
Porter very kindly lending his lantern 
and films for the purpose. 

A very hearty vote of inanks to Mr. 
Wilson for coming from Ottawa to 
'er.turc to the Society was adopted, 
?.::<l the meeting then adjourned.

Presidents' Report. 

The programme of the Lit. for the 
year 1921-22 has been duly carried 
out, and can be called a success. The 
nature of its success is the point I 
would wish to emphasize in recount- 
ing the different events which made 
up our programme. That the great- 
est possible success has not been 
achieved, is inevitable, and I feel that 
much was left undone which might 
have, lent greater success to the or- 
ganization, but I do not doubt that 
next year's 1 executive will profit by 
our mistakes, and have a flourishing 
season. 

The object of the "Lit." this year 
has been to interest as many stu- 
dents as possible, and encourage ev- 
eryone to acquire some practice in 
public speaking. To this end the 
Mock Parliament was organized early 
in the year, and much interest and ri- 
I valry was aroused by the party whips. 
The first session, however, was pre- 
ceded by two debates, the first on 
Abolition of Titles, and the sccdnd on

tion to Party Polities. Every effort 
was made to encourage members of 
the audience to speak, when the de- 
baters bad closed their case, and the 
executive were in' the hopes of dis- 
covering' through those channels, ma- 
terial for l,he .Intercollegiate Debates. 
They wcjte disappointed i.ir; this, bow- 
ever, and finally chose. Messr.-.. Peter- 
son. Wilkes, O'Hagan and Dillon for 
the debate, which took place on Dec. 
6th. The subject read, "A substantial 
reduction should be made in the tariff 
by the incoming Federal Government, 
and was most opportune in that it was 
the eve of the Federal elections'. 
Wilkes and O'Hagan represented the 
affirmative in Montreal vs. Queens, 
and Peterson ■ and Dillin in Toronto 
against Varsity. May I quote in 
passing, that in Toronto interest in 
debating is such that, some; 2,500 peo- 
ple filled. Convocation Hall, much to 
the perturbation of the speakers. The 
result was in both cases disastrous 
for McGill. but this was' in no way 
due to carelessness on the part of the 
debaters, who all: devoted much of 
their time to the preparation of their 
subject and were in every way wor- 
thy representatives of this organiza- 
tion. 

The first meeting of the Mock Par- 
liament took place during the month 
of November, and proved a great suc- 
cess. Sir Arthur Çttrrie acted as Gov- 
ernor-General, accotnpauied by a 
bodyguard from the McGill C.O.T.C., 
and after the reading of the speech 
from the Throne, John Hackct, K.C., 
took the Speaker's chair, and con- 
ducted proceedings with great de- 
corum. There were .present a grati- 
fying representation of the student 
body. 

After the Mid-term Exams, two fur- 
ther sessions of thé Mock Parliament 
were held, both of which were large- 
ly attended. The aims of the Execu- 
tive were consummated when every- 
one was 1 given the opportunity to 
speak at length on a wide range of 
subjects. 

May I draw this Society's attention 
to the Talbot Papineau Memorial 
Cup, presented by Mrs. R. W. Re- 
ford, which will be competed for next 
year. This is awarded to the winner 
in a contest in public speaking, and 
rules governing it will be published 
in due course. Our deepest thanks 
are due to Mrs. Reford for what 
should prove a great stimulus to the 
activities of the Lit. next year. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the 
members of the Executive for their 
untiring energies and loyal support, 
and likewise all those whose, co-oper- 
ation rendered' the. Mock Parliament 
a. success.

GOOD SPEECHES. 



Dean Laing and Dr. Leacock 
Entertained Students. 



Everyone who did not have two 
dollars to spare and consequently 
missed the Arts banquet last night,' 
missed a very splendid party. Those 
who were wise enough to turn out, 
sat down to dinner in the Ritz Grill 
Room, about 8.15. and stayed till the 
show was over at 11.30. There was 
not a dull moment in the whole even- 
ing. 

After the people had eaten every- 
thing in sight, Clive Mathewson, the 
President of the Arts Undergraduate 
Society and Toastmaster of the even- 
ing, called the meeting to such order 
as it cared to come to and proposed the 
toast to the King. . The first speaker 
was F. O. Peterson, who proposed a 
toast to our Alma Mater. This toast 
was very wittily responded to by 
Prof. T. H. Matthews, who liked a 
college to a fleet which had three 
main parts — the staff, the ships, and 
the rest of the men. He referred to 
the gold braid of 'the British Navy 
officers, and deplored the fact that 
the McGill staff did not wear such 
decorations to add to their dignity. 
Many other amusing sketches were 
related, and the antiquated Arts 
Building was of course worked in. 
Ships in the Navy are well repaired 
and renewed every few years, but 
such is not the case with our daily 
home. It has not been repaired for 
at least a hundred years, and no one 
knows when it will receive any atten 
tion. • 

Alec MacKinnon, of Com. '22, pro 
posed the toast to the Arts Faculty, 
which was full of excellent compari- 
sons between Arts and Commerce. 
Alex, made many friendly remarks 
against the Arts outfit in general, but 
finished seriously by telling of the 
real very good feeling which does ex- 
ist between the two in spite of the 
continued attempts of the money- 
grabbers to rob the Arts Treasury. 

The reply to this toa>t was itùïite 
by Dean Laiiyg, The Djyin proved 
himself to be a prince ni good fellows, 
by ' telling one joke after 3n» other on 
himself and others. 



Since he has come to Montreal he 
has made ten first appearances, the 
Arts dinner being his tenth. He and 
the president of the society are so in- 
timate now that they call each other 
by their first names by mistake. Even- 
tually the Dean got to the stage of 
saying, "AH joking to one side," and 
entered upon the serious part of his 
discourse, lie said in part that "The 
office oi the Dean is to get men into 
the right course and keep them there. 
Every student should choose the. 
course he is most fitted for, and fol- 
low that to the end. % It is a mistake 
to take subjects 1 because they lead to 
business or law. Choose the subject 
you like, no matter what it is. It does 
not matter what the subject is — the 
important thing is to study that sub- 
ject thoroughly. The discipline a man 
gets from any subject, he will carry 
over into whatever vocation he de- 
cides to follow." The speech was 
followed by great applause and the 
strains of "He's a jolly good fellow." 

"The Staff," was proposed by Gor- 
don M. Webster, who made great 
sacrifices of a certain nature in order 
to be able to propose this toast." 

The reply was made by Dr. Walter, 
of the Department of Modern Lan- 
guages, who said that it was a plea- 
sure for. him to come . to a dinner 
where men only were prisent, as the 
nature of his subject euvcigled mostly 
women students into his classroom. A 
change to another language was im- 
mediately made when Pip Cowan pro- 
posed a toast in excellent French to 
the "Spirit of Quebec." Prof. Rene du 
Rourc in reply, said that he found it 
very hard to reply as he did not know 
whether to take the English or French 
meaning of the subject. He referred 
to the dictionary and found several 
meanings for spirit— such as courage, 
energy and alcohol. He spoke on all 
■the meanings, and made a most ex- 
cellent impression. 

The last toast, that to the Ladies, 
was proposed by S. D. Pierce. He 
suggested, while talking in a horti- 
cultural vein, that there should be 
more mushrooms in the library for 
'the convenience of the poor Arts fuss- 
crs. Several very good wise cracks 
came up in the course of his speech, 
but the one about the mushrooms 
seemed to appeal most to his audi- 
ence. 

Dr. Leacock, in reply to this toast, 
said that obviously he was picked to 
wind up the evening. He stated that 
he was a mean winder up of evenings', 
and had not struck one yet that he 
could not wind up.
